If you saw Sandra Bullock in 28 Days you have seen a 
form of equine assisted therapy used in treatment of addic- 
tions. 


Join us for an afternoon session that will demon- 
strate the power of Equine Assisted Counseling 

(EAC). EAC is not horseback riding or therapeutic 
riding. EAC is a form of experiential mental health 


therapy, similar in some ways to ropes courses. The 


experiential nature means that participants learn 


about themselves and others by participating in the 


activities and gaining an understanding of the 


accompanying feelings, behaviors, and patterns. The 


equine (horse) co-therapists provide immediate, 


honest, observable, and physical feedback and are 


sensitive to nonverbal stimuli, offering valuable and 


visible lessons in terms of our nonverbal cues and 


body language. Because horses are social beings, 


they bring us insight into group rules and dynamics. 


Participants in this session will be actively involved 


in a number of activities, all of which have direct 


applications to addiction assessment, treatment, and 


recovery. Please dress for being outside, wear long 


pants (jeans are preferable), and sturdy shoes or 


boots (no sandals or open-toed shoes, please). 


Staff are all certified AODA counselors and/or EAC 


practitioners.
